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PREFACE 


T HIS DICTIONARY is based upon the Student's English, Dictionary, of which it forms 
essentially an abridgment It has been prepared with great cape, hot only with a view 
to general utility and suitableness, but also for the purpose of satisfying a demand for a 
Dictionary at a lower price than that of its predecessor Its arrangements, as well as the 
plan of its compilation, besides fitting it for most purposes for which a dictionary is required, 
mak e it also specially adapted V> meet the requirements of Junior Pupils, and although brevity 
had necessarily to be studied, yet clearness and simplicity of language jzi regated to the sig- 
nifications have been aimed at throughout But the distinctive features of ihe^SMALLER 
Dictionary will be best understood by pointing them out m detail 

Pronunciation —The pronunciation represents the best usage of cultivated society It is 
adopted from the Student's English Dictionary , for which it was prepared by Richard Cull, 
F S A , of London 

Etymology — The etymologies, though necessarily brief, are sufficient to give a distinct 
idea of the radical or primary significations of the words The proximate root of each 
word is first given, then the word from which it is derived, with ltB mea nin g For 
example, Legible, a [L legibdis — lego, to read] Heaven, n [Sax heofen-^hebban, to 
raise] Right, a [Sax riht — Goth raihts, straight] When the proximate root has a prefix, 
the prefix is not usually given separately, but the proximal root is immediately followed by 
the simple word from which it is derived Thus, Aggregate, a [L aggrego, aggregatus— 
grex , gregis, a flock or herd] In such cases it is presumed that the person using the book is 
sufficiently acquainted with the prefixes, their forms, and meanings, to enable him to supply 
sconce the prefix m each particular instance, and to understand its import, especially when 
aided by the primary signification When, however, a word occurs having a prefix differing 
m origin from that of the words preceding or following after, such prefix is given separately 
and explained For example, the prefix in Above must not be confounded with that m 
Abound , Abuse, and therefore it is put thus, Above, prep [Sax abufan—a for on, be, by, 
and ufan, high, upwards] 

Primary Significations —The primary signification of each word precedes the other 
significations, and is printed in italics m /order to distinguish it, as nr the Student's 
Dictionary The primary significations of words should be strongly impressed on the 
mind, as they form the baste of the other significations, or the source from which they 
fl P r £?' k® 8 or grater degrees of divergence 

fulness of Words — All English words m general use are given, at least, none m 
omitted which are likely to occur m the common run of literature, or in ordinary school-books. 
Obsolete and rare words, with the exception of Bible words and those subsequently specified, 
•we excluded 

Fulness of Significations —The significations of words are made amply sufficient to meet 
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all the requirements of a general school and family dictionary, and care has been taken to 
render their number proportionate to the importance of the word 

Preterite* and Participles —The preterites and participles of verbs are given at full 
length, unless where the preterites and past participles are formed by the addition of ed f 
and the present participles by the addition of my to the verb 

Participial Adjectives and Nouns —In all cases where participial adjectives and nouns 
are in general use, dr are of importance, they^are given and explained m their alphabetical 
places 

Arrangement — In order that the significations of words may be readily got at — as it is 
for this that the Dictionary is most frequently consulted— the preterites and participles of verbs 
are placed after the significations, and are followed by the etymologies 

Shakspeartan Woi dn —As the plays of Shakspeare are so generally read, and are frequently 
used as school books, the principal words and significations occurring m that author, but 
which are not in modern use, have been introduced Such words and significations are dis- 
tinguished by daggers 

Praxes and A fixes, &c — A list of prefixes and affixes, with their meanings and their 
derivations, so far as the latter can be ascertained, is added to the work Also a list of such 
Latin, French, and Italian words and phrases as occur most frequently m English books 
From the care which has been bestowed in its preparation, and from its close resem- 
blance m features to the Student's Enqlish Dictionary , which has been so highly approved 
of, it is hoped, not without some degree of confidence, that this Smallfr Dictionary will 
find its way into households and schools throughout the kingdom, and that it will meet satis 
factonly the wants of junior English pupils in general The Editor has great pleasure m 
acknowledging the able and zealous assistance he has received m preparing this work from 
Mr John Wilson, A^t , who rendered him such efficient aid in the compilation of the 
Student's English Dictionary 



ON PRONUNCIATION 


Tbs object of a pronouncing dictionary is to record the pro- 
nunciation of the word* of a language, in onto? to enable 
a r eader of ordinary intelligence to pronounce them aright 
buck dictionaries are supplementary to an ordinary one, 
thus Mr Walkers was not intended to supersede that of 
Dr Johnson, but to supplement it, by supplying the pro- 
nunciation of all the words contained in It, an object which 
was not included in Dr Johnson’s plan Johnson’s diction 
ary is a great work, is vastly superior to its predecessors, 
and is a mine of lexicographical knowledge Those who 
consult it, however, can obtain but little information con 
corning the pronunciation of its words, and those who con 
suit Walkers can obtain little else Mr Walker did not 
profess to record the current pronunciation of his day, but 
he sought to establish principles and even rules to govern 
the pronunciation, and would change the pronunciation of 
words in order to bnng them within his rules But in this 
he failed, because language is not moulded by grammarians 
and elocutionists, but by the mass of the people in the 
ordinary affairs of daily life Mr >V alker s dictionary, like 
that of Dr Johnson, superseded those of his predecessors 
it is the model and ohief source of knowledge of his succes- 
sors And henoe must be a valuable work, although it does 
not record the pronunciation of his time, and of course it 
does not record that of the present time 
Mr Walker appears to have overlooked the facts, (■), that 
the lexical basis and the grammar of the English language 
are Anglo Saxon (#), that the Latin element was not 1 m 
ported from a Latin speaking people with a Latin pronun 
ciation, but was imported as Norman French with a Norman 
French pronunciation and (*), that in the fnsiouof the two 
languages into one— the English, the Anglo-Saxon grammar 
and pronunciation prevailed Thus the Latin element 
(which is actually a Norman French element) has been sub- 
ordinated to that of the Anglo-Saxon. Mr Walker and his 
followers, however, have limited themselves to the enuncia- 
tion and application of principles, which they believe to 
hare governed the pronunciation of the Latin language in 
the palmy days of Rome And thus his views are inadequate 
to meet the demands of modern phonological science A 
treatise on the phonology of English speech, and on the 
orthography of the language as a representation of that 
phonology, however useful, is unnecessary for the purpose 
of consulting this dictionary, and the following remarks on 
pronunciation are strictly limited to that end 
The elements of spoken language are sounds, called ele- 
menttry sounds, of which there are forty three in English 
speech The elements of written language are letters, of 
which there are twenty six in the English alphabet A per- 
fect alphabet would have a distinct letter for each Bound, 
so that the same letter would always represent the same 
sound, and the sound would be represented in no other way 
To write so large a number of sounds by means of so few 


letters, requires several orthographical expedients, and , 
makes the necessity for pronouncing dictionaries. The 
elementary sounds constat of vowels and consonants There 
are seventeen vowels, which are heard in the following key 
words, and which are represented by the vowel letters in 
those words. 

A —fate, far, fat, fall 
L —me, met, her 
I —pine, pin 
0 —note, not, move 
U — tttbe, tub, bull 
01 -oil 
OU —pound. 

The vowel which is heard in the key word fait is heard 
also in the words mail, pray, pear, feign, prey, and there, 
although it is written by different means in each In the 
dictionary the reader is directed to give to each of those 
words the vowel a of fate, by the following notation, mftl, 
pra, par, fan, prfi, thar Thus the same letter, with the 
same mark to distinguish it, is adopted to denote the same 
sound, whatever the orthography of the wor% may be It 
must be observed, however, that the sameness of the sound 
is all that is intended to be exjffossed, for the sound may be 
longer or shorter in duration than that of the key-word 

The vowel in t’df word fate is a compound sound, the end 
ing being different from the initial port of it. The differ 
ence to which attention is drawn is not a musical, but a 
vowel distinction. The Initial part is a vowel-sound of a 
specific character, which gradually changes until it becomes 
the a of me, when it completes the vowel The compound 
character of the vowel, and the transition from the first to 
the last part of it are best displayed for observation in a 
very long syllable, such as the word pram, which may be 
uttered in a slow and drawling manner for that purpose 

The compound vowels are named diphthongs,thatis, double 
sounds, whether they be written with (me or more letters. 
Six of the vowels are diphthongs, of which three, vis those 
in the key words, fate, pine, and oil, end in e of me, and 
those in note, tube, and pound, end in o of move The re- 
maining vowels are simple sounds, and are named monoph 
thongs, that is, Bingle sounds, whether they be written 
with one or more letters 

An accurate knowledge of the vowels, with ability to pro- 
duce each alone, is required to obtain facility in the use of 
a pronouncing dictionary To obtain this knowledge it is 
recommended to read aloud with distinctness and slowness 
each of the key words with its vowel in succession, thus, 
fate, ft, far, ft, fat, a, fall, ft, until the ear becomes familiar 
with the vowel apart from its key word, and the mouth be- 
comes accustomed to pronounce it alone, with decision, Ini 
ness of sound, and accuracy 

The consonants are twenty-six in number of which fifteen 
are vocal and eleven are voiceless. They an heard in the

The sound of the voiee-oonsonanti is that of voice, but that 
of the voiceless consonants is mere breath A syllable is 
constructed by the utterance of one or more of these ele- 
mentary sounds in one issue of voice A syllable can only 
have one vowel in it, thus the word view has only one vowel 
in it, that of the H of tubs, which is written by the trigraph 
iew Borne syllables have no vowel, but these are unac 
oented final syllables, as in the words able, apple, castle, in 
which, although the vowel letter e appears, it is silent, and 
no vowel is heard in the final syllables A syllable can have 
several consonants in it, indeed the number is only limited 
by the ability to pronounoe them 

A word may consist of one syllable, as man, sty, or of two 
or more sy 1^-bles articulated together, as manhood, skylight, 
benevolent The junction of two syllables is called a joint 
or articulation. The plac#tf junction of the two syllables 
in the word manhood is obvious, as it is also in skylight, but 
the plaoe is less obvious in the junotiorfef the third to the 
second syllable of benevolence In this case, the e-sound 
seems to belong to both syllables, but more to the second as 
a final than to the third as its initial Mr Walker and his 
followers consider that a v-sound ought to be given to each 
syllable, and direct it to be pronounced be-nev'vo-lence The 
editor has, however, never yet heard the word so pronounced 

In similar cases the oocurrence of a double consonant in 
the orthography, instead of a single one, does not display 
the plaoe of articulation in the spoken word, thus there is 
no more m-eound in the word summing (the participle of the 
verb to sum) than in the word coming The second m in 
summing is known as an orthographical expedient to de 
termine the value of the « in the first syllable, and in or 
thography it beloxxgs to the first syllable, for the participial 
element is ing The amount of m-sound is the same in both 
words, and is confined to the first syllable A second m is 
not heard in the word summing The existence of double 
m in the orthography, therefore, does not prove the exist- 
ence of two in the pronunciation of a word But, further, 
there is no more m-sound in the word summer than in 
summing In the word command two distinct m sounds 
are heard. Attention is drawn to the fact alone, and not 
to the reason or to the explanation of the fact. The ques- 
tion is limited to the fact, in order to discuss the actual 
place of tixe junction of such syllables to record it in the 
dictionary 

The fact will be readily appreciated by attention to the 
mechanism of utterance The vowels are produced by the 
voloe having a free passage into and out of the mouth, which 


assumes a greater or less cavity and lip-aperture, according 
to the special character of the vowel. The consonants are 
produced by the voice in some, and the breath in others, 
having a free passage into the mouth and a restricted issue 
from the lips in some cases, and in others no issue from the 
lips The restriction is chiefly produced by the application 
of the tongue to some part of the mouth's wall, for the pur- 
pose of modifying the voioe according to the special charac- 
ter of the consonant In the utteranoe of a syllable con 
listing of two or more elementary sounds, the month changes 
its attitude from that which is required for the production 
of one sound to that which is necessary for another dur- 
ing one issue of voice So that voice is flowing into and 
through the mouth, not only when the attitude is fully 
assumed for the production of each sound, bnt also while the 
mouth is assuming a new from a previous attitude. An 
accurate ear will observe that the sound produced while this 
change of attitude of the mouth is in progress differs from 
the elementary sound of the previous attitude, and is not 
that of the new attitude 

A similar phenomenon takes place in the junction of syl 
lables Thus in the utterance of the word summing , the 
mouth at the end of the first syllable is found in the attitude 
for m And from this attitude with a new issue of voioe it 
assumes the attitude of the i of pin, being the initial sound 
of the second syllabic Now although an m-sound is not 
produoed as the initial of the second syllable, yet the i of 
pin in the second syllable ing does not open upon the ear as 
a pure sound, but is influenced by the previous m-attitude 
of mouth, and the transition from it to the attitude of i of 
pin To take another example compare the words beater 
(one who beats) and bettor (one who bets) The second t In 
bettor is an orthographical expedient to determine the value 
of the t in the first syllable, and it orthographioally belongs 
to the first syllable In both words the t is heard to abruptly 
close the first syllable, and in neither of the words does I 
begin the Becond syllable, although the effect of beginning 
the Becond syllable from the t-attitude of mouth is more 
obvious in bettor than in beater In these cases the ortho- 
graphical expedient of doubling a letter is not considered 
in the pronunciation of the word, nor is it therefore in the 
record of that pronunciation in Thk Smaller Dictionary 
The word beater is divided beat'er, the word bettor, befor, 
and the word summing, eum'ing In the pronunciation of 
the adjective better, although a second t is not produced, 
yet a stronger effect of the first t is heard than in bettor, 
and hence the plaoe of articulation la perhaps better shown 
by giving an initial t to the second syllable to express it 

The adjectival ending y is pronounced as t of pin, as in the 
word epicy, which is divided spic'y This ending is mostly 
unsupported by a consonant sound, but occasionally a con 
sonant ending of a root fails off the end, and becomes the 
initial and supporter of this adjectival ending, thus the 
word lengthy ought to be divided length'y, but in colloquy 
Is often heard as leng'thy 

The adverbial ending ly is heard as an entire syllable, even 
when affixed to a syllable which ends in Z, thus the word 
wholly is always heard as two syllables, the first of which 
ends with Z, and the second begins with another Z Indeed, 
if it were not so pronounced, it might be mistaken*** the 
wordtoly 

Polysyllabic words are built up of other words, or of frag 
meats of them, and in pronunciation the composite struc- 
ture of the word is frequently displayed, as in the case of 
the adjectival ending y, and the adverbial ending ly The 
word individuality consists of several fragments, and al 
though scholars recoguue them as they are pronounced* 
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they are not to separable as the terminations y and ly are 
eren to the uneducated Pronunciation however takes no 
more notice of the structure of words, to display that struc 
ture, t- hM> it does to display their orthography, except in 
the case of newly formed compounds from Greek or Latin, 
which are pronounced to display their structure, until they 
are recognized by the rest of the learned world, of which an 
instance occurs in the adjective palceontoffraphieat, now in 
common use among geologist* 

Accent —The occurrence of accented syllables in speech is 
one result of the physical conditions of human utterance 
Words of more than one syllable have one of them distin 
guished by accent, as the first of the word beauty, and the 
second of the word bewail The seat of accent in a word is 
conventional, as it belongs to and is a part of the language, 
and it may be changed from one syllable to another, as it 
has been in many words sinoe Bhakspeare wrote But a 
continuous flow of words in connected discourse cannot he 
made without the occurrence of accented syllables, they are 
fewer however, in number than the unaccented syllables 
There appears to be little difficulty in the instant reoogm 
turn of accented syllables in our native language, but there 
appears to be some difficulty in recognizing those of a foreign 
language, for foreigners make many mistakes in their ac 
centuation of English words The distinction of voire 
lulled accent, then, is something which is heurd, and thero 
fore must be some condition of voice which is capable of 
briiu described in musical, or m acoustical language, under 
tbi four general heads of Pitch, Loudness, Quality, and 
Duration of sound, for there is nothing else audible m 
sound In pronouncing the word island, the first syllable 
is accented, the second lieing unaccented The condition of 
sound most prominent is the great relative length of the 
first syllable In pronouncing the word landscape, the first 
sellable is accented, and the second is unaccented The 
sellable Zand, which is unaccented in the first example, is 
accented in the second, where its length is much increased, 
and which constitutes the audible accent In pronouncing 
the word sandpit, the first syllable is accented, the second 
being unacoented Again, the accent is heard as a long 
si liable In the word pitfall, the accented syllable, pit is 
not a long one, but it begins with an abrupt loudness, which 
is called stress, and which it does not receive in the word 
sandpit Accented syllables, then, are distinguished either 


by gnat relative length, or by the abrupt initial loudness 
called stress. And these means of aocent are unconsciously 
applied according to the elementary structure of the syl- 
table Thus a syllable which, from its structure, is oapabl* 
of extension, receives extension, and the accent is named 
a Temporal accent, and those which are Incapable of exten 
sion receive the Stress accent It may be added that some 
syllables, which are capable but of slight extension, are ac- 
cented by a combination of the temporal and stress accents. 

The voioe » formed by the vocal chords at the summit of 
tbt larynx Now the larynx can supply distinct issues of 
unacoented voice for two or more unaccented syllables in 
close succession without a hiatus between them But it 
cannot supply distinct issues of accented voioe for two ac 
cented syllables without a hiatus, or else without supplying 
an unacoented issue of voioe between them The physiolo- 
gical reasons for this fact are obscure, and would occupy too 
much space for discussion in these pages. The fact however 
is certain, and appears to be the basis of versification and 
rhythm In discourse it will be found that unaccented 
syllables to the number of five or six may flow on without 
intermission but two accented syllables are never heard 
without either a hiatus or an unaccented syllable between 
them 

The names Temporal and Stress to distinguish the accents 
have relation to their acoustic characters Grammarians, 
however, without regard to their phonetio properties, speak 
of accents as primary or tonic, and as secondary or euphonic, 
thus the accent on the word eandpU is tonic, that on the 
fourth syllable of the word delineation is tonic, and that on 
its second syllable is euphonic The euphonio is always a 
secondary or inferior accent, placed on the same word as the 
tonic accent and to which it is subservient 

A pronouncing dictionary is consulted in or^jpr to resolve 
a doubt as to which of two or more given pronunciations of 
a word should be adopted or t#>btain information without 
reference to the solution of a doubt Inwall cases it is re- 
commended to sttliy the words allied to the one concerning 
which information is sought, to ascertain the powers of the 
letters as illustrated in the keywords, to ascertain the 
seat of accent, and then with attention to pronounce it 
with slowness several times, until its utterance is easy and 
impressed on the memory

Ill showing the pronunciation the simplest and most easily 
understo d method has been adopted, that of re-wnimfifthe 
word in a different form In doing so, the same letter is 
made use of for the same tound, no matter by what letter the 
sound may be expressed in the principal word The key by 
this means is greatly simplified, the reader having only to 
bear in mind one mark for each sound A comparison of 
the system adopted in the Smaller Dictionary with that 
adopted in Walker s Pronouncing Dictionary, will prove at 
once the superior simplicity of the former over the latter

The application of this key to the pronunciation of foreign 
words, as French, German, and Italian, can but approxi 
mately represent the true pronunciation of those words 
The key, however, is applicable to the Latin, Greek, and 
Hebrew words, as those laijcuages are pronounced in Eng 
loud.

Words consisting of more than one syllable receive an ao> 
cent, as the first syllable of the word labour, the second of 
delay, and the third of eompreheneion The accented sjl 
lable is the most prominent port of the word, and is made 
so by means of the accent 

The accented syllable is denoted in this Dictionary by the 
mark 7 This mark, called an accent, is placed above and 
beyond the syllable which receives the accent, as in the 
words la'bour, delay', and eomprehen'non 

Monosyllabic words are not marked with an accent in the 
columns of a dictionary, as it is deemed to be unnecessary, 
although it is well known that the majority of such words 
are accented, both when uttered singly, and as they occur 
in discourse 

Secondary Accent 

Many polysyllabic words are pronounced with two accents, 
the primary and the secondary accent, as the word excom- 
munication, in which the third, as well as the fifth syllable, 
is commonly accented The accent on the fifth syllable if 
the primary, true, or tonic accent while that on the third 
is a mere euphonic accent, and consists of a slight resting 
on the syllable to prei ent indistinctness in the utterance of 
so many unaccented syllables. It corresponds to the melheg 
of Hebrew grammarians 

Where both accents are marked in a word the true accent 
is thus marked , and the secondary or inferior one, by this 
mark , as in the word excommiimca 'turn
